belizve "ti: with you at Home, Readers, as 
*ris wich us abroad z Abundance of Stories go 
abuut of particulac Caſes on ihe Stage of 
Debate, which few People can ſhew any 
Ground for, and fewer yet und<rfiand; 
Abundance of Names have been given us of 
Perſons, and a Crowd of Circumftances to 
be Complainers, and complain'd of, and 1 
afſure you, 1 build my Diſcourſe upon none 
of them- 
But ſhall I tell you, Gentlemen, the true 
Reaſon of my earneRt Exclamazions agaioft 


I Have been ſomething earneſt ja my 


Friends falling out among themſelyes ; I 
have (zen a deſperate Party numerous and 
malicious, Swelling with Spleen and Il-Na- 
ture; I have (een their Bebaviour perhaps 
in ſv;ne D-grees uncommon in your Parts 
of the World ; I have noted how confident- 
ly, wich what Aſſurance, and particularly 
with what Joy and SitisfaQion they talk of 
the Breaches and Differences, the Feuds and 
Partizs, which ſhall happen among us this 
Parliament; 1 have ſeen how boldly they 
talk of the Advantages of it to their curſed 
Deſigns, Viz. Of DeftruQion to our Peace, 
with what Pleaſure they promiſe themſelves 
the certain Confullion of the preſent Govern 
meot, and the Reftoration of their own ab- 
dicated Party, 

1 make no queſtion, they hand about ine 
nume-rablc Forgerics, and ſuggeſt Breaches, 
which I cruſt ſhall never happen, and that 
Method conyinces us of two Things, 1+ That 
they 
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they are buſie procuring what they before- 
hand report as done, And 2. That 'cis one 
of the moft effeatial Points ot their preſent 
Hope, and both are good Arguments to 
move us todiſappoint them : But cogether 
with the Addition of their illegitimate Re- 
ports, they mingle'great Probabilities, and 
encreaſe them every Hour to the ſaddening 
the Hearts of all thoſe who areFriends to the 
Government, and who hope or pray for 
Britain's united Proſperity.

How carefully then ſhould all honeft 
Mea uaite in the ſacred inviolable Regard 
to this ſvulema Eogagemeat, that the Union, 
which will in ſeveral Parts come now befure 
the Houſe, may receive not a greater San- 
Qtivn,tuvr that it needs not, nor. can ic receive 
it from any Authority now under Heaven ; 
but all poſſible Addition to its Efficacy, all 
poſhble Aſhttanee to its executive Opera- 
tion, that it may receive all poſlidle Re- 
cognition, and a National Obedience to its 
exalted Authority. 

This will (ſcatter Mifts, reſolve Doubts, 
diſcourage® Enemies, daſh their Hopes, ſup- 
plaat their Projedts, and make all theic 
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Schemes far its Deftruflon impotent 8nd 
abortive. 

I cannot think, any one will fay this is a 
necdte(s Subj ta talk of, and had rather 
bear the Cenivrre vf what ſome count im- 
pertinent, tan omit what I think is every 
Man's Daty, that writes at all, upon every 
Occa'ion co remind you of making Peace 
with ore another ; nor can 1 think of en- 
forcing it witha ftronger Argument than 
this, viz. The Pleaſure the Enemies of onr 
Happlaels take in the Hopes and Profpes, 
which they thiak they have Cauſe for from 
our Diflentions. 
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Have receiv'd ſeveral Hints from Per- 

lons, who I ſuppole, expe@ I ſhould 
make a good Uſe of them, iatimating that 
it would be to the Purpoſe, it I would ſpeak 
to the foul Caſes that bave lately ſullied our 
News-Papers, of a Sort of Beftiallity diſ- 
cover'd among us, and now under the Cog- 
nizance of the Law—1 haye not printed my 
Letters on that SubjeQ, becauſe ſome 
thiogs in them are not very fit for common 
View.

lo particularly villaigous, that ic wants a 
lacge Deſcription z and this too in a popu- 
lous City, has a Clauſe added to it of un- 
common Wickedneſs, that makes a Man a 
common D-ftroyer, and no Severity can be 
blamed in a Caſe (o horrid—1 ſpeak the free- 
lier of this, becauſe the milerable aban- 
don'd Wretch, who has given us an Inftance 
of it in robbing One Mr. Per ſode's Houſe 
in St. Fames's ſtreet, and then ſetting it on 
Fire, has ſuffer'd the Law: And tho' the 
Crime is flagrant, I was unxilling to ſpeak 
my Mind re, becauſe I —_ not leem 
to prompt Juttice, or advance the Sorrows 
of _ Miſerable, l:t their Crime be whac 
it will, 

I come next to our modern Fodomizes , 
and here I cannat but wiſh, that we could 
imitate the Durch in one thing, whoin 
ſuch Caſes make both the Trials and Pu- 
nviſhments of ſuch Sort of Criminals, to be 
done with all the Privacy poſſible, that may 
conſiſt with Juſtice z and as the Reaſons 
they bave for it are very good, ſo the Rea- 
ſons, why I wilh jc ſo' here, are as good, and 
much the ſame. 

Firſt, The open Trials of ſuch Caſes are 
accompany'd with ſo many yublick Indecen- 
cies, {1.1 immodeft and obſcene Expreſſi- 
ons, as are both offenſive to the Ears of the 
Virtuous, and ſerve but to excite and gra- 
tine the corrupted Appetites of the Vicioug-
